Marketing Bill Only Piece 
Of Constructive Work To 
Credit Of Session; No 
Progressive Cohesion

The 1931 legislature, a session 


that will go down in state history 
as a DO NOTHING legislature, has 
come to an end. 


The legislature comes to an end 


with but one piece of constructive 
legislation to its credit,—the mar- 
keting bill. Out of the big number 
of promises that were solemnly made 
to the people last fall, 
but 
one 


promise has been redeemed by this 
legislature. 


Although taxation and economy 


were the words on every legislat- 
or's tongue when the session con- 
vened, practically n'Otihng has been 
done to lighten the taxation bur- 
den of the people. The big taxa- 
tion 'bills which sought .to shift the 
load from the small property hold- 
er to those best able to pay have 
been beaten and there has 
been 


nothing done toward a more equit- 
able distribution of the burden of 
taxation. • 


As for the economy issue it was 


used as much to de-feat meritorious 
legislation as it was to effect any 
saving to'.the people*_. Whenever 
any. bill in "the-interestsvof the.-peo- 
ple could, "be assailed from^a^fake 
economy .standpoint, a reactionary 
was always* ready to raise the econ- 
omy issue to defeat the bill./ 


The stalwafta-Jiad-jpretty mnch 


their own way.at this session. The 
ability, of the stalwarts to control 
legislation was due in part to the 
lack of cohesion and organization 
among the progressive forces dur- 
ing the session. 
There was ,a de- 


plorable lack of cooperation'-between 
the progressives in the. both houses 
and the governor's officeir-% lack of 
cooperation which in the early ££?!; 
of the session seemed to amount to 
indifference. 
The. men in 
both 


houses who were known as progres- 
sive leaders seemed to have 'but 
little contact with the governor and 
an administration

StiU-.'s shall be called upon to participate—and 
tho only way in which wo can test the adequate-, 
ness of preparation for the next war is to de- 
termine as best wo can the character of the 
next war and tho methods which will be cm- 
ployed in fifthting it, if there is to be another 
war. 


Mr, Will Irwin is an able American writer on 


public questions. Ho has just written a book 
entitled "The Next War," published in 1921 by 
the E. P. Dutton Co, I have a copy of it in my 
hand. Mr. Irwin had probably a longer and 
more intimate acquaintance with the late war 
than any other American writer, and through 
his vivid pictures of tho war, as h« assembled 
them at the front and in the field and published 
them throughout thc war, he earned the title 
of the "ace" of war correspondents. 


This book is not merely a woll-thought-out 


and weJl-prescnted assortment of the opinions 
of this great war correspondent; it is, in addi- 
tion to that, a compilation of the best thought 
and the most authoritative opinion among mili- 
tary and naval experts concerning the methods 
of warfare which will be employed when next 
tho nations of the world come to grips, if the 
world is doomed to witness that awful cat- 
astrophe. 


I shall read into the Record a few paragraphs 


from this book of Mr. Irwin, because I think 
it will present such a picture, such an array of 
facts, and snch an assembling of the opinions 
of military and naval experts as will uorrify 
the American people, and will result, when they 
hnvo grasped the details and the possibilities 
of the "next war," in a demand upon their part 
that this shall in truth and in fact have been a 
war to end all wars, and that 
the American 


Government, leading all the Governments and 
all tho nations of the world, as it may now from 
its strong position, shall sat before the world 
an example which will in truth and fact make 
of this last war the end of all wars. 


Destroy All Life 
N 


I I' there is any lesson to be learned from the 
* awful experience through which the world 
passed from 1914 to 1318, an experience which 
srt aside all the preconceived notions with re- 
gard to the conduct of war, it has become in- 
dubitably established that the next war, if ther« 
shall ever be another war, will be fought with 
weapons which presage the destruction of th« 
human race. 


I read from page 37-of Mr. twin's book and 


from the chapter entitled "The new warfare," 
as follows: 


"At the time of the armistice *re were 


manufacturing for the campaign of 1919 
our Lewisite gas. It was invisible; it was 
a linking gas, which woula searcr. cat the 
refugees of dugout* and cellars; if breathed, 
it killed at once—and it killed not only 
through the lungs. Wherever it settled on 
the skin it produced a poison which pen- 
etrated the system and brought almost 
certain death. It was inimical to all cell 
life, animals or vegetable. 
Masks alone 


wore of no use against it 
Further, it had 


fifty-five times the 'spread' of any poison 
gas hitherto used in thc w»r—" 


This horrible weapon waa OUT invention!— 


"An expert has said that a dozen Lew- 


isite air bombs of the greatest size in use 
during 1918 might with a favorable wind 
have eliminated the population of Berlin. 
Possibly he exaggerated, but probably not 
greatly. Thc annistice came, but gas re- 
search went on. Now we have more than 
hint of a gas beyond Lewisite. It can not 
be much more deadly, but, in proportion to 
the amount of chernicarwhich generates it, 
the spread is far greater. A mere capsule 
of thts gns In a small grenade din generate 


Mnare rod* and even acres of death in the 
absolute," 


Horror* of Future War

BEAD further from page 42 of Mr. Irwin's 
book, because I desire in so far as I am able 


Co cawy to the American people the real truth 
regarding the conditions that confront us in 
this scheme of carrying on preparation for war. 
It is not possible to get a very widely extended 
distribution through tho press of the real facts 
in all of the horror of detail. The best that I 
can do is to make it a part of the Congressional 
Record, and through that and the distribution 
that can follow of the matter which is printed 
in the Kecord, lay before the American people 
ultimately a clear understanding of the horrors 
of modern warfare. 


On page 42 of Mr. Irwta's book, I find the 


following: 


"Just before the armistice, an American, 


binding together many inventions made by 
civilians itr civilian purposes, showed a 
dazzling way to the warfare of the future. 
He proved that airplanes flying without 
pilots could be steered accurately by wire- 
less. This meant that the airplane had be- 
come a superjrun. Caliber was increased in- 
definitely. An airplane could now carry ex- 
plosive charges or gas charges up to its 
whole lifting capacity of many tons. It was 
IK> longer merely a vehicle; it could be virt- 
ually a self-propelling shell. And in the 
matter of accuracy the uncertain human 
factor was nearly eliminated, as happens in 
most highly improved machines. Air- ex- 
pert on this kind of roarkmanship, hovering 
in an airplane or Zopplin many miles away 
with a fleet of protecting battleplanes guard- 
ing liim to prevsnt harried workmanship, 
could guide these explosive fleets to their 
objective, whether town or fortress. Here 
in effect, was a gun with a range as long 
as the width of European nations, a bursting 
charge beyond the previous imagination of 
gunnery." 
Mr. President, a little further along in my 


observations I am going to raise the question 
as to how much of the enormous cost imposed 
as a tax burden upon the American people in 
this bill will be effective, if at all, against that 
kind of warfare. That raises the further ques- 
tion as to how much of it is simply profit to 
those who have the contracts and whether one 
dollar of this expenditure, outside of the trifling 
amount found in the naval appropriation bill 
for airplanes and submarines, will be effective, 
will be a wise expenditure, in the event that we 
are hereafter to be parties to another war. 


Mr. Irwin says further: 


"In "the next war," this gas-bombardment 


of capitals and great towns is not only a 
possibility, but a strong probability—al- 
most a certainty. 
Military staffs have had 


time to think, to carry out the changes and 
digcoTcrie* of the Great War to their logical 
conclusion. 
They see even with the known 


gases, the existing airplanes, Paris, Rome,1 


or London could in one night be changed 
from a metropolis to a necropolis. 
If any 


military man hesitates to apply this method 
—and being human, and having a profes- 
sional dislike of killing civilians, he must 
hesitate—the thought of what the enemy 
might do drives him to consideration of this 


_ plan of warfare, and to preparation. There 
are at this moment at least two elements in 
the world quite capable of turning this trick 
had they the means and control. 
The 


method is so effective that if you do not nse 
it, some one else will. 
You must be pre- 


pared to counter, to reply in kind. Hero 
are the words of a few authorities: 


"Brig. Gen. Mitchell of the United States 


Army, pleading with the House Committee 
on Appropriations for more ' defense air- 
planes, said that 'a few planes could visit 
New York as tho central point of a terri- 
tory 100 miles square cvbry eight days and 
drop enough gas to. keep the entire area in- 
undated."

I read further: 
\ 


"Two hundred tons of phosgene ga* could

Capt. Brndner, Chief of Research of. the 


Chemical Warfarp Service, giid at « con- 
gressional hearinc: 


"One plane carrying two tons.of the liq- 
uid—a certain gas-generating compound—. 
could cover an area 100 feet wide and 7 
miles long, and could deposit enough ma- 
terial to. kill every man in the area by ac- 
tion on his skin. It would be entirely pos- 
sible for this country to manufacture sev- 
eral thousand tons a day, provided the 
necessary plants had been built If Ger- 
many had had 4,000 tons of this material 
and SGO or 400 planes equipped in this way 
for itg distribution, the entire First Ameri- 
can army would have been annihilated is 
10 or 12 hours." 
Yet WK go on buildinj;, at a cost of from forty 


to forty-four million dollars per vessel, a type 
of vessel that the foremost admirals of Great 
Britain and the United States assure u» is mere 
junk after it is completed. 


Mr. President, it js horrifying to think of the

S a token of welcome to Madam Curie, 
the women of America have raised a fund 
to present to the racst noted scientist 


of their sex a gram of the precious substaneo 
whose existence she and her late husb'and first 
proclaimed to the world. 


Here is a substance in nature which, unlike 


anything wo have known previously, has the 
ability of "going" by itself. It is giving out 
cnwrgy with relatively such slight exhaustion 
that, in proportion to its mass, it puts the 
sun and stars to shame. If, instead of being 
composed of helium, sodium, potassium, and 
other common substances which the spectro- 
scope has revealed to us, the sun were com- 
posed of pure radium, we would have to Tie 
equipped with tho finest quality of asbestos 
bodies to endure the resulting million per cent, 
increase in heat and light, and bo encased in 
lead a foot thick to prevent total destruction 
of the tissues., 


But mercifully, perhaps, the quantity of the 


precious substance in the universe and that 
particularly in the earth's crust at the present 
time seems to be exceedingly, tmall. The total 
yearly output of the largest of the three or four 
companies in tho world which are producing 
radium commercially is about on ounce, but 
even this is a quantity of vast importance when 
it is brought to mind that there are perhaps 
only «»v4a «acti in «xiat«oce and that a very 


reasonable market price per gram is $100,000 
to $120,000, or $3,402,000 an ounce. Jhis is 
200,000 times its weight in gold. 


Though the use of radium for treatment of 


cancer—that 
curse 
of our 
country which 


sweeps away 90,000 persons a .year—was not 
suggested until 1910, today physicians are em- 
ploying it with increasing measure, of success, 
particularly in those growths of an external 
nature that have not progressed to a critical 
stage. At the first successful results, in their 
enthusiasm some surgeons exclaimed that the 
long-sought cancer panacea had been found at 
last 
Now, in the light of wider experience 


and caln,er judgment, radium is conuidered an 
excellent team-mate ef surgery. We know that 
its successful use requires as much skill and 
knowledge as does the knife. It is a medicine; 
not a "cure".—Nell Ray Clark in Review of

NEGROES IN THE NORTH 


T 


HE years 1910-20- during eight of which the running of 
the nation's affairs was largely hi the hands of the south- 


ern oligarchy, have witnessed a remarkable shift to the north 
on the part of the negro population of the United States, ac- 
cording to statistics just made public by the Bureau of the 
Census. 


While in the South the percentage of increase in the num- 


ber of negroes is only 1.9, it is 43.3% for the North and 55.1% 
for the West. 


The total numerical increase in the negro population during 


the decade was 635,250. Of this increase, 472,418, or nearly 
three-fourths, took place in the North and West. 


The greatest rate of growth in any state having more than 


10,000 inhabitants appears for Michigan—251%,— the negro 
population there having increased from 17,115 in 1910 to 60,082 
in 1920. 


Other states in which the rate of -increase was exceptionally 


large are Illinois, 67.1%, Ohio, 67.1%, Pennsylvania, 46.7%. In 
fact, Pennsylvania now has a larger population than either 


or Kentucky,
